“ Joint-Stock of fix Millions of Livres ; one halt of 
“which was fubfcrib’d by the French King and 
“ Duke of Anjou ; and in order to itop the carrying 
“any of our Manufactures thither, they forbad, un- 
“ der fevere Penalties, the fending of any Eftecis 
* on Board the Galleons, but the Growth and Pro- 
“ duce of the two Crowns. 

Comnery-m. That I remember very well, Matter ; 
and hope our Legiflators, and others, who are capa- 
ble of preventing it, will remember it too. 

Obj. The fecond Proje, Roger, was, “ To mo- 
“‘nopolize the Woollen Trade, by engrofling the 
“* Spanifo Wool! ; and this was alfo carry'd on by 
“aCompany, witha Stock of 40 Mallions of li- 
“-vres, wherein the King and other Great Perfons 
“were concern'd. At the fame Time, Orders were 
“fent to Roan, to put .a certain Mark upon all the 
“Goods they dent to Cadiz, for the Spanifh Weji In- 

“diss s and no Goods but fuch as were 40 mark’d, 

“were to be bought there. Upon which, fevefal 

“ Manufactories were det up at St. A4aloes, Xochel, 
“ Nantz, and Bourdeaux.

Ob. So it muft be, Roger, when Providence raifes 
up any Great Prince to be a Scourge to finful Na- 
tions.

W hexeas, ifthe Author of the Account of our Woollen, 
Manufatinre, and the Prejudice it receives by the clan- 
deftine Trade betwixt Ireland and France, fay true, he 
bias been Brow-beat and neglected, notwithftand- 
ing his Project of preventing that clandeftine Trade, 
at the Rate of 14 or 15001. per Aan. which the Go- 
vernment couldsnot do by their Cruifers, that coft 
them above 42708 L. per Ann.

Thefe Things grieve me to the Heart, 
Mafter ; all Ican do, is, to fpeak to my Reprefen- 
tatives in Parliament, to move, that this Matter may 
be chery enquir'd into, and redrefs'd. It makes 
every honeit Britain's Heart ake, to hear how much 
this Nation fuffers by the Neglect of fome, and the 
Treachery of others. I-hope, Mafter, the juft Sen- 
tence pais’d on Mr. Gregg, for a traiterous Corref- 
pondence with the Freych Court, and the taking ap 
of more for. the like Crime, will contribute to the 
deterrtng of others from all fuch wicked Practices, 
which fo manifeftly tend to the Ruin of our native 
Country. Tis Pity but the chief Contiivers and 
Encouragers of thoie Things, were found out, and 
punifh’d according to Merit. 

Obf. You fay very well, Roger; as Reward and 
Punifhment are the principal Ends of Government, 
they are likewife the principal Support of it; for 
the Government can’t be fafe, if thofe who are 
zealous to difcover ill Praétices againft it, are neg- 
lected ; and if there’s a Slacknefs in enquiring 
after, and punifhing fuch as endeavour. to under- 
mine it, cither by falfe Stepsin the Adminiftrati- 
on, by defrauding the Queen in her Revenues, by 
poifoning the Subjecis with falfe Principles again 
our Conftitution, as fix’d on the Revolution-bot- 
tom, or by direét Treafon; and I could heartily 
with, there were none of thofe Ul and dangerous 
Symptoms to be found among us. 

Country-m. 1 am forry at Heart, Mafter, to find 
fo many Symptoms of each Sort upon us. The fre- 
quent Advices we have by our Port-Letters, of the 
French Privateers and Men of War {warming on our 
Coafts, and coming into our very Harbo are 
Proof enough, that thereare others befides Mr.Gregg, 
who betray our Proceedings to the French ; and to 
me ‘tis very ftrange, that notwithitanding what the 
Queen pays Annually for Intelligence, we fhould 
have no Notice of the French Equipments, “tll we 
have it either from the foreign Gazertes, or from our 
own Ports, that their Squadrons are upon our 


“Coafts ; or if we have, that there is not a iufficient 


Number of our Men of War in Readinefs to in- 
tercept or give them Chafe, This is but a forry 


. Proof of our Care to maintain the Dominion of the 


Seas, efpecially confidering the e we fuftain’d 
in our Men of War and Merchant-Ships laft Year, 
and the Lofles by which we have already com- 
menc’d this, The Captures we have lately had an 
Account of to be made upon us in the AZediterra- 
acan and Channel, and the Appearance of' fo many 
and about 
Torbay, are not c ble the Ad of the 
Houfe of Lords, mention’d in our laft, “ That a 
* diftinguithing Care might be had of that Part of 
“ the Adminiftration relating to our Maritime Af-
